In the present parlous state of the 
world, and of Italy in especial, the 
word “centuries”’’ comes as a stag- 
gerer. 

The sudden flowering of the self- 
determination ideal among small and 
long subjugated peoples, the American 
commissioner plenipotentiary calls 
“the gladdest and yet in some ways 
the maddest movement in history.” 

It hardly is required to say it out 
loud that this, like Lansing’s and like 
Tardieu's, is a sad book. 

Deplores Lack of Publicity. .

Gives No Clew. 


Political feudism in the Nineteenth 
ward began seething anew last night 
following the shooting of Anthony 
D'Andrea. Threats of reprisal and 
threats against the life of “ Diamond 
Joe” Esposito were heard on all sides. 
Esposito, who has been talked of as the 
successor of D’Andrea should the Dem- 
ocratic ward leader die of his wounds, 
was guarded by detectives. A guard 
also followed Ald. “Johnny” Powers, 
whose recent victory in the turbulent 
ward was followed by the slaying of 


“Diamond Joe” met with a shrug 
the reports of threats against his life. 

“I was only D’Andrea’s good friend 
and not mixed up in anything which 
might have led to the attack upon 
him,” he declared. “No one wants to 
kill me.” 

Ald. Powers maintained silence. 


D’Andrea’s Condition Better. 

D’Andrea is reported to be improv- 
img slightly at the Jefferson Park hos- 
pital, where he was taken early yes- 
terday after he had been shot down in 
front of his home at 902 South Ashland 

avenue by assassins{ Eleven wounds 
from a sawed off sh n’s slugs were 
found. 

The police are not sure whether 
the shooting of D’Andrea can be 
ascribed to political, Black Hand, or 
labor feudists. Reports of threats 
against Esposito have caused them 
to lean toward the political feud 
theory. 

“They Gave Me No Chance.” 

Following the slight improvement 
in his condition, D'Andrea was inter- 
viewed at the hospital by detectives 
and by Assistant State’s Attorney 
Stephen A. Malato, a friend. He told 
them he did not know his assailants 
or why they had sought his life. 

“They gave me no chance,” he said. 
“I could not even see them. I cannot 
tell why they wished to kill me. O, I 
am in such pain,” 

Career Yields Feud Clews. 

The detectives were forced to with- 
draw in order not to impede his chance 
of life. They know D'Andrea has made 
‘many enemies because of his political 
activities, 

The detectives also are considering 
the fact that his connection with la- 
bor, as president of the Sewer and Tun- 
nel Miners’ association, may have jeop- 
ardized his life. Severaf labor leaders 
have been slain during the last two 
years under mysterious circumstances. 

In addition the detectives suspect 
D’Andrea may have incurred the en- 
mity of the black hand. 

But they admit they do not know 
who tried to kill D’Andrea. He 
says he does not know. Those who 
do know are not telling. The fuedist 
does not usually tell. One killing 
launches a feud whose outcome can 
be foretold by none. The principal

In changing from whele milk to skim 
milk it is suprising how rapidly a calf 


| will grow if itis given a small amount 


of grain. If the change is made when 
the calf is only a few weeks old the 
grain slrould be crushed. It is always 
best to grind the feed when a calf is 
first started on a grain ration. 

Corn and oats are both excellent for 
the purpose. Calves relish ground corn, 
and it may be fed alone or in com- 
bination with oats. Bran and a small 
amount of oil meat may be fed with
